FKKSKNT EXPERIMENTS PROMISE A 
METHOD OF DEVELOPING OUR 
SBN8E8 SO THEY MAY BECOME 
INTERCHANGEABLE If NEOE8 
SARY. 

Has it ever been or will it ever be 
possible for human being to see 
with their noses or hear wilb their 
finger tipsf Can eyes be developed 
in the back of the bead or wherever 
l hey might be needed? The amaz- 
ing case of Willelta Hoggins, the 
seventeen year-old blind and deaf 
girl of Jnnesville, Wisconsin, make 
these question much less fantastic 
than limy once would have seemed 
For, Popular Science Monthly 
assures us, sbe can do some of these 
tiling, such, for instance, as re 
cognising colors by the sense of 
smell and spoken words by placing 
her lingers against the throat of the 
speaker, it is said she can identify 
people by their personal odors and 
she even knows when tbe family 
cat euters the room for a moment 
and then leaves. 

PlMsicians and psychologists are 
debating the exact nature of her 
uncanny powers, for, among other 
things, she can recognize spoken 
sounds when her fingers are touch 
lug the throat of the speaker. She 
insists that she does not hear the 
sounds. She says thai she "feels" 
them. She can also feel sounds in 
ihe same way though a wooden rod, 
such as a billiard cue, one end of 
which is pressed against the chest 
of the speaker, the oilier end of 
which she touches. 

"She carries around with her a 
portable telephone of the kiod used 
by deaf people, but she does not 
put it to her ear. Iustead, she 
touches the vibrating diaphragm 
in the telephone with Ihe tips of ber 
fingers. She asserts that she feels 
the vibrations of sound in this way 
She has been able, under lest, to 
beer concerts and stage perform 
ances and lo describe correctly what 
was happening. Aided by ber 
telephonic apparatus, she can oairy 
on a conversion with all the ease 
of a person who has perfeot hear- 
ing. 

"There is little doubt, also, that 
she can really smell colors. In a 
sei ios of careful tests arranged by 
Dr Thomas J. Williams, of Chicago, 
and Professor Robert 11. Gault, of 
the Department of Psychology of 
Northwestern University, Willetta's 
eyes were thoroughly blindfolded 
by a pair of black goggles stuffed 
and covered with cotton and fast- 
ened down to her forehead by adhe- 
sive tape. She named correctly the 
colors of thirty samples of yarn as 
well as many other colored objects. 
This was done even without touch- 
ing the yarns, merely by smelling 
them when they were held oloee to 



tbe end of a glase tube eboot fonr 
inches long." 

Is it possible, asks the science 
journal, in closing, that Wllletta 
Huggina differs from other people 
only in that she happens lo know 
bow to use senses that all human 
beings possess but have neglected?

export to foreigu countries. 

Truly it ean be eaid of our coun- 
try the "old things are passed 
away ; behold, all things are be- 
come new." We do old things in 
new and better ways, and we do 
many thinge that were uever done 
before. The eighth wonder of the 
world, and the greatest of thea all, 
is the Panama Canal, constructed 
by Amerloan engineers, with 
American money, American ma- 
chinery and Amerloan labor.

The death September 27th of Dr. 
James Nolley Tate, Superintendent 
of the Minuesota School for the Deaf 
for the past twenty seven years was 
a most severe loss to tbe profession 
and to the community in which he 
lived. The feeling here was very 
personal, as be was a Callwegian by 
birtb and was related to many people 
in and near Fulton, as well as being 
well known by many who were bis 
associates when be was a teacher in 
our school and later the bead of tbe 
institution. 

His father was a poineer settler in 
this county. Dr. Tate was born on 
the family homestead October 17th, 
1851. He gradnated from West- 
minster College, Fulton, in 1873 and 
successively received from his alma 
mater the degrees of MA. and 
L,L. D. He became a teacher here in 
1875, under Superintendent W. D. 
Kerr, and who in a few years pro- 
moted him to the place of assistant 
superintendent. Upon the resigna- 
tion, followed soon after by the 
death of Dr. Kerr in 1889, Dr. 
Tate — then Mr. Tate — was chosen 
succeed him. In 1895 he resign- 
ed to take tbe superintendency of 
tbe Minnesota School. 

The success wbicb crowned the 
efforts of Dr. Tate in bis chosen 
field and the wide reputation which 
be won as an educator of tbe deaf 
did not surprise those who knew 
him in the Missouri School, for there 
he displayed those qualities of mind 
and heart which made him a leader 
in tbe profession. 

Now, in the fullness of years be to 
gone. His work is done, and well 
done. He baa left indeed a memory 
to be revered, and in the chronicles 
of tbe education of the deaf his 
name will stand for all time, ranked- 
with those of other great and good 
men who devoted their talents un- 
selfishly of the service of their fellow 
men. 

We quote from Fairbault iJaily 

NriVS: 

" Though he did not attain great 
1 ength of days, few men live so com- 
plete a life as that of Dr. James N.

He also is grateful to those 
who rendered services aud dona- 
tions. 

Of the treasurer's report we will 
give a resume next week. 

Because the State Librarian de- 
sires 100 copies of the Annual Re 
ports of the Home for exchange 
among Libraries, the Board au- 
thorised a larger quota to be print- 
ed hereafter 

The Executive Committee in 
compliance with Superintendent 
Chapman's requests authorized the 
Executive Committee to act ac- 
cordingly in providing a better 
water supply, build a new hog 
house, repair or build a new chicken 
house, and have the barn on the 70 
acres farm purchased some years 
ago, repaired. It also decided to 
postpone the putting in a new heat- 
ing plant in the Women's building 
nntil next spring or summer. Mr. 
J. C. Winemiller was chosen a 
member of the Board. 

Saturday morning the members 
of the Board with two exceptions 
with their wives aud some guests, 
twenty iu all visited the Home aud 
spent the day inspecting the place 
and conversing with the " resi 
dents." Mrs. Chapman treated 
them an appetizing dinner of 
chicken, and other accompaniments 
that tickle the palate. Dr. Patter- 
son in behalf of the gnests thanked 
her for the spread, Rev. Flick upon 
request spoke of the newly acquired 
Illinois Home in Chicago, and how 
it is ready to receive residents for a 
matron is already there, but, so far 
no applications have been received.
